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Our foreign exchanges contain 


accounts of the trial of a sheep- 

machine in Australia that 
it is stated, proved quite success- 
ful. Itis predicted that this ma- 


chine will come into general use 
there where such large flocks are 
raised. The following gives some 
particulars that will prove of in- 
terest. 


For some weeks back varieus 
statements, couched in more or less 
vague terms, have been going the 
round of the agricultural papers 
res a new sheep-shearing 
machine, which was said to be cap- 
able of shearing 10,000 sheep per 
day. Flock-masters in general re- 
ceived these statements witha ve 
considerable grain of salt, for, al- 
though the present is an age o 
inventive wonders, yet practical 
men were incl to think that 
such statements almost defied be- 
lief, It appears, however, that the 
capabilities of this new invention 
have by no means been overstated.

of shafting facing the shear 
floor, driven by a small — 
On this shafting and five feet apart 


diameter, each wheel having one 
side of its flange slightly beveled. 
Six feet six inches above the shear- 
ing floor, and attached to each post 
by back screws, and five feet apart, 
is a cast-iron bracket with an ex- 
tension of three feet of light angle 
iron, On each bracket is a small 
leather wheel four inches in diam- 
eter, with a bevel of one and a half 
inches, corresponding to the bevel 
of the iron wheel above. This 
wheel, which rotates on a spindle, 
is formed by compressing several 
layers of leather between brass 
lates. On the end of the spindle 
a steel hook, and outside the 
bearing is screwed a brass coupling | 
which is attached to a flexible tube 
six feet six inches long. Inside 
this tube is a piece of round gut 
half an inch in diameter, with a 
hook at one end and an eye at the 
other. The eye is — . in the 
hook at the end of the spindle car- 
rying the small leather friction 
wheel, and the hook is placed in 
the eye at the end of the universal 
joint forming part of the shearing 
machine. e connection is made 
complete by a thin brass sy — 
slipping over à light brass ferule 
on the end of the flexible tube and 
screwed to the end of the universal 
oint. By pulling a small cord 
anging from the bracket a spring 
liberates the catch, and instantly 
the bevel leather-wheel is pushed 
into position and contact with the 
bevel of the irou wheel revolvin 
on the shaft, and thus it communi- 
cates a rotary motion to the core 
inside the flexible tube, and so to 
the small rods working the crank 
inside the casing of the machine. 
This crank moves from side to 
side of the cylinder, and thus causes 
the fork with cutter attached at 
the end to reciprocate over the 
comb, aud as the comb is pushed 
into the wool, so does the small 
cutter cut. An eight-horse power 
engine will drive 100 shears, one 
man attending each, and their con- 
struction is not so complex but 
that a shearer of ordinary intelli- 
ence can learn to work them ina 
ew hours. The time required for 
the oe of one sheep is from 
3 1-2 to 5 minutes. 

The Melbourne Australasian, 
from which the above particulars 
are taken,states that Mr, Wolseley’s 
sheep-shearing machine was lately 
tested as tr. Bow an experienced 
hand-shearer in presence ofa large 
gathering of flock-masters and 
wool brokers. The sheep selected 
for the occasion were a ve 
ficult lot to shear, being thick in 
the wool, very low in condition, 

the wool on the majority of 
was full of sand. ‘The trial 
was for half a dozen sheep each, 
and the hand-shearer got through 
his lot in 48 minutes 22 secon 
while the machine-worker reaaieed 
63 minutes 28 seconds for his half- 
dozen. But, although the shearer 
beat the machine in point of speed, 
yet in every other res the ad- 
van rested with the machine.

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It is not generally known that there 
is but one place in the United States 
where is man 


and the strongest 
and purest nitric and sulphuric acids 
are used for the explosive. The cot- 
ant — et it has 1 hand- 
pic or the pur removing 
the dirt and golly ta plated in boiling 
tanks, where it is allowe@to remain 
for four hours. Itis afterward sub- 
jected to a thorough washing and is 
reboiled. The operation removes all 
oily matter and leaves the cotton 
harsh and stiff. It is then dried in 
the rooms heated with the waste air 
from a drying box. After undergo- 
ing this treatment the cotten rolls up 
into snarls and bunches, and in order 
that the acid may have a freerer ac- 
cess to itit is passed through a shred- 
der and converted into a fluffy state. 
It is afterward exposed in an air 
tizht box for se e a hcusto a tem- 
perature of 200 degrees, which prac- 
tically deprives it of all moisture. 
From the air tight box it is removed 
to the dipping room, where there are 
iron troughs filled with one t ni- 
tric acid and two parts of sulphuric 
acid. Into these troughs the cotton 
is placed, one bundle at a time, and 
allowed to remain about ten min- 
ntes, long enough for it to be thor- 
oughly soaked. The acid is hand- 
pressed from the cotton, which is 
then placed in covered earthen jars, 
where it remains twenty-four hours 
undergoing chemical transformation. 
In view of t e fact that much heat is 
evolved du-ing the chemical reac- 
tion, itis found necessary to place 
the jars in pots and surround them 
with flowing water, which serves to 
keep them cool. The cotton is now 
nitrated and is practically gun-cotton, 
but the acid, still mechanically held 
must be wholly removed or it would 
be apt to quickly deteriorate and be- 
come extremely dangerous. The 
charges, therefore, are taken one by 
one and placed in an acid wringer 
and plunged into a large tub which is 
kept filled with running water, in 
which a large wheel is rapidly turned 
in order to subject the cotton to ua 
thorough washing. This latter pro- 
cess is continued till no acid is per- 
ceptible to the taste. Itis then sub- 
jected toa still further washing and 
boiling in an alkaline mixture, this 
being vecessary to remove every 
trace of acid. The cotton is now in 
long shreds and balls, which can be 
used or stored without danger, the 
processes of conversion — clean- 
sing being completed, but for military 
use it must be put into a more com- 
pact form. For this purpose the gun- 
cotton in charges of 300 pounds is 
thrown into a pulping tub, where, 
mixed with water, it is ground by 
steel cutters into a fine pulp. Tbe 
grinding and breaking up of the cel- 
lular tissue of the cutton has made it 
more or less dirty, and it is necess- 
ary, therefore, to expose it to fre- 
quent washings in the poaching tubs, 
from which, after treating it with 
lime water to make the moisture

slightly alkaline, it is drawn up into 
a large iron tank, where it is fed to 
the molds, which under a moderate 
pressure, press the water from the 
pulp and trim out cylinders of cotton 
about eight inches high and three 
and a half inches in diameter. These 
cylinders are then placed under a 
hydraulic press and exposed to a 
pressure Of about 1,700 pounds to the 
square inch or abouteight tons on 
each. The cylinders are pressed into 
hard dakes or disks, some two inches 
high and three and a half inches in 
diameter, with a specific gravity a lit- 
tle greater than water. They are 
then packed in boxes of fifty pounds 
each and kept in magazines for gen- 
eral use. Guncotton is, from its 

reat explosive power and the con- 

itions of safety attached to its stor- 
age, superior to any other known ex- 
plosive for naval warfare.
